<i verdict * A handfui of middle-aged 
white jurors, perhaps na more than 
three t bargained with unparalled 
cncelty with the lives of Chairman 
Bobby Sectie and Ericka Hvggtns m lt 
was clear t si % days ago, Ihat Bobby 
Seale woiüd be acquüted because it 
had been recognized, even omong the 
most conservotive press and legal 
circles, that the State’$ case tms a 
shmn. The suspense ccntered on the 
fight over whether or not Ericka 
Hvggins woutd be convicted, tlumks to 
the smalt town malice ( venom and 
sexuol repression of the New Ha ven 
community * Wkat seems to have 
hüppened ts thts: The re tvas a quick, 
informal agreemêht of acqwttalfor the 
Chairman t and Uien d fierce fight over 
Ericka began (screeching voiccs coutd 
hè heard in the jury room), But when 
a staiemate on Ericka ukjs unavoid- 
abte t (hen, it seems t the minority 
‘*rê-opened 9t the case of Bobby Seal* 
in order to bargüin one against the 
Other 9 f rs hop es of krenking the spin* 
of the Black majority.

Contradrclion t or the stram that tries 
to make the mferior supertor to the 
thing that is in c ontrol, gives mot ion 
to matter. Wë sec this throughout the 
universe, in the physicol world as wel l 
as in the biologiCdl wortd* Wc alsa 
see it in cultures. We see that de- 
vetopmt nt comt s uhen thephmomen^n 
öccurs that w. call accuituratim. That 
is, two societies meet, when cultures 
meel they eottidt hccause they ham a 
coniradicthn, and both are modiftëé. 
Thiv say that the stronger shows le$S 
duin ge and the Tt maker more rhange. 
AU the Urne the maker is atlempting 
te xiarn dpmïnftncv over that otlu r part. 
Bui something happens, they both wiU 
liever be the same again because you 
have o kind of synihests , where you 
have the Iht sis, antithesis , and the $yn- 
thesis, in other words that it*s alt 
xmrking hmard the truth oj the inntty.

problem. To have o Party ar a church 
or any kind o/ institution, whether we 
Uke it or nol, we have tohave adminis¬ 
trators. The inshtution, the organi- 
zat ion, or the Party in this case--how 
it junctions, how e/jeetive it is--wilt 
delend upon how knowledgeable, how 
advanced rn thinking the administrators 
wilt be. We attempt to apply the ad- 
m mist rati ve ski lis--if you u re a grass - 
roots organizaUcm — to the probtems 
that are most heurd in the eommuni- 
ty, When we do this, it is somewhat 
abstract m a way* 

Ifistory shows that it*s therc , and 
because most oj the parties that ham 
led people out oj their difftculUes to 
change the sttualian have administra¬ 
tors that have what we sometimes call 
the tvaits oj the bourgeoisie or etse 
de-clüssed intellectuals. In othey 
words they are the peopte who have 
goTie through the established instiiu- 
tions, rejected them, and then Qpplied 
their shit Is to the commumty. They 
gave it to the communtty, there/ore 
mak ing their skiII nat a bourgeoisie 

skiU, lw/ a peoplAs $kHL ft was trans- 
formed through the contmdiction of 
appiying what's uSüutlly bourgeoisie t (i 
the person who rs oppressed; and that 
itself is o kind of transformation. 

With om Party tm-* r* not so btessd 
with this. IIJstory does not repeai itsetf; 
it goe$ on at sa trmsforming itself 
through ds dialectica! process. We 
sec tlmt out Party, white wc have ad¬ 
ministrators (we naed thetn in the 
Party) t the victims have not received 
that bourgeoisie training f So t will not 

apologize for our mistakes, oio lach 
of a scientijic approach that we tried 
fo use and put into practice. it was a 
matter of not knowmg, of teaming, bui 
also starting out with o toss, a toss 
that history has never seen. Thai is, 
that a group attempting ta influene* 
and chatufe the society so much and at 
the same time have H$ administrators 
as much in the dark much oj the time 
as the people tlmt they are trying to 
change. In our Party w* have nowwhat 
we call ttb Ideo logica! Institui* where 
itic are teaching (hese sktlis. + -Uk: k\ 
also invite thase pi'op Ie who have 
rcceived a bourgeois education t o co me 
and heltt us, te Hing (hem knowthat they 
will, by their contrilndiQfn, mak*, their 
need to *mi$t—as they exist--rmtt and 
void , In otbi e words, aft er m tram 
the skilts th> y wilt md th bourgeois 
anymort , bveause that wilt » vaporate 
with its application.

the church . I say that everything seems 
to negate itsetf through contradiction , 
Re mem her it is transformed by the 
coniradictim , so therefore Us old 
quality, its old composition is trans- 
formed so much untit it has a nüut 
composition. We call rt a thing negtUing 
itself; s ometimes we call it the ne- 
gat ion oj the negation, because just as 
it ïs formed t it is also being negated 
by sonu thing et&e. and un $ee that 
this goes on in the process of de- 
velopment. 

As far as the church is emeerneé, 
the Black Panther Party, and other 
community groups who catt Ihemselves 
concemed with the political and nol 
the spiritual t critici ze the spiritual. 
We say that it’s onty a ritual ; if r s 
irrelevant, and therefore u'<? have 
rq thing to do with it. We say this in 
the context oj the whotê comnnmity 
having som et hing to do with tin church , 
usmlly on une level or another. That 
is one way of defecting from the com¬ 
mumty, and that is exactlyiohat wedid. 
O na we steppëd wrtside oj the ehurch 
with Ihat critïcism we stepped oulside 
of the thing that tin eomnumity was in- 
uofoed m and said tothem/'Y&ufolIow 
our exampte; your reaiity ts not tnte 
and >'üu don*t need it.** / tfiink that 
peöple do the thing that they think they 
need and they probabty do it on that 
li vet, one way or another. 

Naw without judgrng whether the 
church is op e rating in a toial reatity, 
PU venture to say ihat ij we judge 
whether the church opemtes in a 
situation oj relevance to the total com - 
munity, hv wou.id alt agrec that ü doi s 
not. That is itéy vou develop new pro¬ 
grams and beearne more relevant so 
yonr pews wilt be filled on Sunday. 

Sö we witl say that the church is in 
its devetopmental process, then; ftrsi 
ii needs tv exist. We feet that with our 
ne w d i reet i on f i oh Ich is an olddi ree t r on 
as far as S am concerned, bui we*tl 
call it new, becituse there has been a 
reversal in the dominanee in the 
Central Committee of our Party 
because of reasons that you ptobably 
kriow ahout.

Sa Uierefore the white church 
does nof answer our cause or our 
problem at alt, so we formed omï mm. 
They let us form it because they feit 
if lue'i'G not hum in beings then why 
should we ga to church? So thraugh 
that negaliüé thing a postUue thing 
came out agiun. We starled to ad- 
mfnistir fraleruitte$, anti-lynching 
groups and so forth, bul they stilt 
wauld nol let üiti' comtmtnity exist.

Travis Air 
l orce Base eiupted Sunday, May 23, 
as a result of these racist tactlos and 
poHcïes. 

Sunday , ( three Black C.l.s were put 
into the stockade after al Legedly get- 
ling inm a fight with White GJ,s. 
Actually there was no fight; the racist 
officials at Travis saw this as an ex- 
cuse to iock up three of the more 
accive and politici!ly awarc brothers 
on the base. 

Brothers on the base decided tn 
protest ibis move and demanded tho 
release of the three broche rs. About 
two hundred brothers marched on the 
base stockade demnnding rhai their 
comrades be treed, aayïrtg that they 
we re Jeiermmed to sec them released 
by any means necê&sary* When ihey 
reached the sEoekade, k was sur- 


rounded by Air Force ÏUot Poltee. 
The broiliers begin to walk back to 
area **Ï300 M where most of rheir 
barracks are locaced, On rheir w;iy 
back they were areneked by whb■■ 
G.l.s* The br «her ou.i-ally begin w 
defend chemselves. 

At thU point, City pigs from 
Fairfield ca me in to nsslst Air Po ree 
Pigs in their attempts to "contaïn" 
the brothers, The base fire depari- 
ment drove up and down the barrack 
sireeus, spray in,g people with n water 
camion* 

As fï result of the pigs running i- 


rnuck 3Ü over the base, the bachelor 
officers quarters were gutted by fire, 
one fireman who came to fight the 
blaze dytfig of a heart an ïck. 

Over one lumdred anti tweniy G.i.S 
were arrested and put in the sroefcade, 
ninety-seven of them Black. ITiis is 
typlcal of the longtralïuif raciai abuses 
pc-rpetraced agaircst fhe brothers by

PIGS IN ENSIFY 
ATTEMPT TO 
STIFLE THE VOICE 
OF THE PEOPLE 



Andrew Austin 


The fascist cönspiracy to still the 
voice of the people, the Black Panther 
Intercommunal News Service, was 
stepped up this week with the arrest of 
Andrew Austin, ci reu lat ion manager, 
and ElHs White, another comrade work- 
ing in nur East Coast Dfstributian of¬ 
fice, 

The greatesi fear of the American 
Empire's ruling ctrcle is that they wil! 
be exposed to the people, their true 
nature and inner-workings revealed; 
tor one of the primary tools tor edu- 
cating the people has been and is through 
our paper, 

The pigs* eftorts todes troy the paper 
have been numerous* When we first 
began shipping our paper throughout 
the country and the world # aïrlinecom- 
panies saw this as an opportuuny to 
destroy, mutilate or "José" our paper, 
in addition to charging exhorbitam 
rates for irs shipmem, Then in 1970, 
a warehouse in San Francisco that was 
being used to store back edittons and 
issues of our paper (some of themdating 
back to the earliest issues) was totally 
destroyed in a mysterieus fïre, In 
March of this year, our Central News- 
paper Distrl button office, also in San 
Francisco, was dynamited by the pigs. 
And in April of this year, the most 
vtclous blow was dealt, SamuelNapier, 
circulation manager, was bruially mur- 
dered by these fascists, and our Fasi 
Coasi Distribuckm office totally 
destroyed by fire* All of these 
treacherous acts were designed tosrop 
the eircuiation and dtótribution of our 
paper, one of the most vital lifelines 
to the communiry* 

And now, recently, on May 24th* 
Andrew Austin and EHls White were ar- 
rest cd. They were on their way to the 


Goss Printing Company to discuss ob- 
taining n new printing press tor our 
Party, when they were arresred. As they 
approached the elevator of the building 
they were surrounded by New York City 
Ptgs who had drawn their weapons. The 
pïgs claim that when they approached, 
Andrew- and Ellls put their hands in 
their coat pockets to reach for wea- 
pons, lf anythtng likethishadoccurred, 
Andrew and Fiüs woukl have been met 
wïth a barrage of gunfire* Instead, chey 
were arrested. 

Af ter being shutiled around various 
Preeinets and jails, they were finally 
bnoked and charged with pos sess Ion of a 
concealed weapon, But not before they 
were taken to a line-up, in the plgs' 
attempr to charge thern wïth themurder 
of two Harlem pigs, who had been killed 
the prevtous weekend, 

The Empire's mediaimmediately put 
the Information on their wireservices. 
Höwever, their primary focus was 
not on the actual arrest of Andrew 
and Flits on their trumped up charge, 
which is usually the procedure, hut on 
the facr that the Black Panther Party 
was trylng to ohtain a printing press, 
Thai is, the news media concern rated 
on the fact that Andrew and Eïlis had 
gone co Goss Printing Company to 
“negotlate", as they put it f tor a 
printing press, They made careful note 
of the face that the Goss Printing 
Company's cheapest press costs 
$50,000, bot that the press under dis- 
cusslon cosr in the neighborhood of 
$100,000, EO $200,000, This seemed ro 
worry them more than the reasons the 
police gave tor the arresis of these 
two brothers, which wasfpr poasession 
of a concealed weapon, I sually it is 
this type of Information that receives 


the atrention of the Empïre's press, 
becüLise it is go<xJ propaganda In their 
campaign to vllify the Black Panther 
Party to the people, 

But this time, the governmenr is 
more upset by the tact that the Black 
Panther Inter-communal News Service, 
far from being silenced, is in fact 
becoming more wfdely heard, With 
this press, our paper can be even more 
efficiently produced and distributed, 
in an effort to give g ren ter numbers 
of people Mie c<jrrect Irtformatton and 
strategies for survival. And, their Hes 
'{the media*s) wül be more effectively 
rebutted by aa even wider distribution 
and disseminatton of the truth. 

WtiUe the media w + as exclaimïngover 
the press and ïrs cost, they failed to 
ment ion that the bail for Andrew and 
EUïs on this Lrumped-up gun charge 
(normally $2,500) is $100,000, eacb, 
tmerésringly enough, this is ap- 
proximately the price of the new print¬ 
ing press, We wonder Lf the pigs 
actuaüy belïeve that they can hold up 
progress or shortstop the purchase of 
our press by placing this exhorbitant 
bail on Andrew and El lis, 

This Incest attempr to destroy the 
Party's effectiveness rhrough the sa¬ 
botage of the Black Panther ïnter- 
communal New^ Service will be ns un- 
successful as the others, Neither 
physical darnage to our property, nor 
assauks, nor murders of dedlcared 
comrades. can stop the voice of the 
people, For as Comrade Sam Napier, 
the beloved eircuiation manager of 
our paper who was murdered by fas- 
clsts on April 17* 1971* said, we must 
'toirculate to educate to liberale",
